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DEDICATION OF THE 
HORSEMEN’S ARENA 


The 20th day of March, 1948, will be re- 
membered by most of us as the day of the 
ground breaking ceremonies signalling the 
start of the Horsemen’s Arena in Joaquin 
Miller Park.

I have in mind such men as our past 
presidents Howard Robinson, Frank Moller, 
Harold Knudsen, Fred Anderson, Frank 
Colbourn, Jr., Don Marquis and many other 
officers and members who have put forth 
considerable effort in the realization of this 
plan. 


Saturday afternoon, March 20, was a bril- 
liant afternoon. The hills and trees were 
resplendent with spring color and at the 
site of our coming horse shows were as- 
sembled riding groups as dazzling as Mother

And so on this occasion, may I take 
the liberty on behalf of our President Ted 
Dreyer, and other officers and members of 
the Metropolitan Horsemen’s Association of 
extending our thanks to all of these very 
fine gentlemen.

LOCATION OF RIDING ARENA

In a car, drive up Joaquin Miller Road, 
turn left on Skyline Boulevard and drive 
until you reach the little brown fire station 
on the right side of the road. Turn left 
very sharply and head into the Park. Take 
the Park road that angles to the right and 
you will come to the arena within about 
one-third of a mile. 


If you are riding, take the Sunset Trail 
which branches off of Skyline Boulevard 
a couple of blocks north of the intersection 
with Joaquin Miller Road. Follow this trail 
to the very end and soon after it turns right, 
angling away from the Bay view, you will 
ride into the cleared area of the arena.

Dear Jim: 

I have been meaning to write you to con- 
gratulate and thank you and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors for the swell 
job you are doing for the Horsemen. Sev- 
eral people have written to me about it, 
and of course I am personally grateful to 
you for taking over while I am away. 

We have been here since last Thursday, 
and will remain here until April 21, ar- 
riving in New Orleans on the 4th of May. 
Rio is certainly one beautiful city. We are 
in love with it. There is nothing else like it. 

Of course, when I say in love with it, I 
mean as a tourist. There is no place like the 
States. Everyone seems to want to come to 
the states—rich and poor.
